Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 5/4/09, with respect to claims 1-45 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous objection has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a system comprising a 4 level vestigial 
side band (VSB) encoding and decoding in ATSC system. The 4-VSB mix normal data 
and robust data in transmission and reception. The encoding for robust data are 
mapped to one of two groups with alphabet symbols (-5, -3, 1, 7) and (-7, -1, 3, 5), 
wherein each group having four levels. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
